8.  PQ LIOMYELIT IS  IMMUNISATION . 

There  was  a  poor  demand  for  immunisation  from  tho  District  and 
supplies  were  not  available  for  use  hero.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  bo 
ovorcomo  in  1957,  Our  proximity  to  Bristol  would  appear  to  give  us 
some  priority. 


9 •  GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  .SERVICES, 

Laboratory  facilities  for  bacteriological  purposos  are  provided 
by  tho  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Musgrovo  Park  Hospital,  Taunton, 
and  at  Canyngo  Hall,  Whatley  Road,  Bristol,  and,  for  analytical  purposos 
at  tho  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Taunton,  Atmospheric  pollution 
analysis  aro  done  by  the  Bristol  City  Analyst,  by  arrangement  with  tho 
Court y  Council, 

Tho  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  aro  responsible  for  tho 
active  operation  of  the  Health  Services  under  tho  National  Health  Sorvicos 
Act,  1946  -  52,  These  include 

Venereal  Diseases,  Tuberculosis, 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visitors, 

Homo  Helps,  Welfare  Poods  etc. 

Mental  Health,  Public  Health  Laboratories. 

School  Medical  Service.  Immunisation, 

Ambu la nee  Service, 

After  representat ion  to  the  County  on  tho  accident  risk  in  tho 
industrial  plants  in  Portishoad,  an  Ambulance  and  Staff  have  been 
stationed  hero. 

All  Hospitals  are  under  tho  control  of  tho  South  Western  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  Infectious  Disoases  aro  admitted  at  Ham  Green 
Hospital,  This  Hospital  has  boon  most  co-oporativo  in  admitting  other 
than  Infectious  casos  whore  thore  is  difficulty,  I  am  also  most  grateful 
for  the  extremely  efficient  sorvico  given  in  providing  roports  on  all 
casos  admitted  to  tho  practitioner  concer^odas  well  as  to  mo. 


J.O .  FIRST  AID  STATION. 

This  voluntary  and  locally  organised  Station  has  continued  its 
admirablo  service  to  tho  community. 

3,073  treatments  were  given  during  the  year,  of  those  622  wo ro 
‘light*  and  *hoat*  treatments.  The  Foot  Clinic  has  continued  to  be 
much  appreciated  by  tho  old  people  and  the  numbers  havo  kept  up  woll. 

During  this  year,  (1957)  the  Station  was  visited  by  the  Countess 
of  Limerick,  tho  Divisional  President  of  the  British  Rod  Cross  Society, 
who  appreciated  the  ’’splendid  work”  and  considered  it  ”a  great  achieve¬ 
ment”,  paying  a  well  dosorved  tribute  to  Mrs.  ^icks  on  having  ’’maintained 
this  very  worth-while  piece  of  work”  . 
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11.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  -  SECTION  47, 

Although  no  action  was  necessary  under  this  section  of  tho 
Act,  great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  permission  to 
clear  and  disposo  of  the  effects  of  such  an  individual,  who  died  in 
hospital  and  loft  his  rooms  in  a  very  unsanitary  stato. 


12 .  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Bristol  Waterworks  company  and  there 
has  been  no  shortage  of  supply  at  any  time. 

Quality  Tho  water  ir  regularly  tested  bactoriologically  by  tho 
Waterworks  Company  and  one  is  confident  of  its  purity. 

However,  tho  increased  hardness  of  which  wo  became  aware  at  the 
ond  of  last  year  has  persisted.  Instead  of  a  total  hardness  figure 
of  230  in  March,  1955,  in  March  1956  it  was  340,  This  is  undoubtedly 
due  to  tho  uso  of  Cholvoy  water  for  our  supply,  duo,  in  part  to  a 
dry  summor,  but  also  to t ho  increased  demand  of  industry  in  Portishoad 

Representations  have  been  made  to  tho  Company,  and  it  is  hopod 
that  steps  will  be  takon  to  provide  a  softor  water , 

A  copy  of  tho  Analysts  Report  is  attached  to  this  report, 

**11  tho  1,515  dwelling  houses  in  the  District  are  supplied  with 
water  direct  to  the  house. 


15 •  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 


The  District  is  fully  sewered  except  for  tho  North  West  portion 
of  Noro  Road  and  a  few  houses  at  Bc>wn  near  tho  boundary  with  tho 

Long  Ashton  Rural  District,  Hero  drainage  is  to  cess  pits  or  septic 
tanks,  Hovi/over  housing  development  has  taken  place  in  this  area  and 
and  tho  question  of  installing  a  sewerage  system  is  being  considered 
conjointly  with  tho  Rural  District, 

Extensions ,  new  works  and  improvements. 


Removal  of  surface  water  drainage  from  West  Hill  housing  estate 
from  ditch  and  piping  to  connect  with  existing  storm  water  sewer. 

Future  Proposals. 

Relief  sewer  from  Noro  Road  via  Roach  Hill  to  Esplanade 
outfall.  (Tenders  obtained)  Approximate  cost:-  £2,376.  12s.  lOd. 

Extension  of  sowerago  system  to  accommodate  drainago  of 
Redcliffo  Bay  area  in  conjunction  with  Long  asht on  Rural  District. 

Major  alterations  to  improve  the  existing  system  and  overcomo 
prosont  serious  defects  -  including  a  pump  house  and  now  storage 
tank.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

House  Rcfuso  is  romovod/diroct  labour,  using  a  Karrior  Diesel 
Refuse  Lorry  to  provido  a  weekly  collection  from  all  houses  and 
shops  in  tho  District.  Trade  wasto  is  collected,  except  from  tho 
largo  factories  and  appreciable  quantities  of  waste  paper,  rags 
and  scrap  metal  aro  salvaged  and  sold. 

One  controlled  tip  is  used  for  tho  disposal  of  refuse.

The  number  of  applicants  on  tho  Housing  List  includes  those  for 
Old  People's  Bungalows,  but  excludes  houses  for  employees  of  tho 
Central  Electricity  Authority  and  tho  local  factory,  for  whom  tho 
Council  are  building  houses. 

Civil  Engineering  works  in  the  District  still  brings  in  casual 
labour,  with  their  families.  This  results  in  numerous  dwellings  being 
let  in  Poor  quality  tonomonts,  as  no  effort  at  proper  adaptation  has 
been  madec  As  housing  pressure  subsides,  tho  Council  is  determined 
to  take  action  under  the  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  1954,  to  corroct  this 
very  unsatisfactory  condition.

18.  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


The  prescnco  of  two  large  factories  within  the  Urban  District 
boundaries  calls  for  constant  vigilance.  A  Joint  Committee  with  the 
Chemical  Factory  meets  regularly  to  consider  any  causes  for  complaint. 
Conditions  here  have  improvod  considerably. 

Dust  from  Eloctricity  works  is  still  an  intermittent  cause 
for  complaint  and  it  is  felt  essential  to  keep  this  matter  constantly 
before  tho  Authorities  for  their  attention. 

Details  of  tho  Analysis  made  by  tho  Bristol  Public  Analyst, 
on  bohalf  of  tho  County,  are  apponded.

W  ith  the  lightening  of  tho  load  of  this  work  and  his  qualific¬ 
ations  as  a  Public  Health  Inspector,  thore  should  bo  more  opportunity 
of  dealing  with  general  Public  Health  matters. 
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CONCLUSION  (Contd). 

The  year  marked  the  end  of  Mr.  White’s  Ions  term  of  office 
as  Engineer,  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector  where  his 
responsibilities  have  been  heavy  with  marked  financial  restriction. 
In  acknowledging  his  help  and  co-oporat ion,  I  wish  him  hoalth  and 
happiness  in  his  rctiromont. 

Mr.  W.H, Green,  the  Housing  Manager,  and  now  Public  Health 
Inspector  has  given  me  material  help  in  drawing  up  this  report.  I 
am  vory  grateful  to  him  and  other  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
help  and  co-operation.
